ALTHOUGH it gives me the higheſt pleaſure to inform you' that the ſame tran- 
quility and good order, which, under the bleſſings of heaven, have ſo eminently diſ- 
tinguiſhed this ſtate, generally prevail, yet I ſincerely lament the neceſſity of mention- 
ing that a daring outrage has been lately committed, againſt the laws and authority 
of government, in the murder of the ſheriff of Columbia county, by a number of armed 
men in diſguiſe—The documents which will be preſented to you, will furniſh every 
neceſſary information; I forbear therefore to enter into a detail of the circumſtances 
which attended that unhappy affair: It is my duty however to expreſs on this occa- 
ſion, the high ſenſe I entertain of the judicious and ſpirited exertions of the magiſtrates 
of that county, and other friends to good government, in the apprehenſion of the of- 
fenders, and to acknowledge the friendly and efficient co-operation of the executives 


of our ſiſter States. This unfortunate occurrence has neceſſarily obliged me to ſanction 


meaſures, which have occaſioned ſome extraordinary expence, and which will require 


legiſlative proviſion. | 


Complaints having been made to me in the receſs, by the Oneida and Cayuga Na- 
tions, of intruſions made upon the lands reſerved by treaty for their uſe, juſtice 
and good faith required, that I ſhould exert the powers veited in me by law, for the 
removal of the intruders ; and this has acccordingly been effected to the ſatisfaction 
of the Indians in the manner mentioned in the letters from the ſheriff of Herkemer 
county, which you will find among the papers delivered for your information. It is 
worthy at the ſame time, of the conſideration of the legiſlature, whether it would not 
be more compatible with the mild ſpirit of our government, to commit this buſineſs in 
future to the ordinary magiſtrate ; which in the preſent condition of that part of the 
county, it is conceived may be done with ſafety. Fey | 

Ihe ſtatements exhibired at the laſt ſeſſion, diſcloſed the eligible condition of our 
finances ; and, from a report of the commiſſioners of the land-office, made in purſu- 
ance of the act for the {ale and diſpoſition of the waſte and unappropriated lands, it 
appears, that our treaſury will receive an augmentation, ſufficient under prudent ma- 
nagement, to produce an annual revenue exceeding the ordinary expences of govern- 
ment: As part of this money is already received, and a great proportion of the reſi- 
due will be paid before the next annual meeting of the legiſlature, it will require your 
wiſe conſideration to diſpoſe of it in ſuch a manner, as to render it productive; con- 


- netting at the ſame time, the intereſt of the citizen with the proſperity of the public: 


I would only remark, that by giving this capital an extenſive circulation, the neceſ- 
ſities of individuals may be ſupplied, the ſettlement of the country advanced, and the 
intereſſs of agriculture and commerce promoted. 5 E 

The legiſlature at their laſt meeting, impreſſed with the importance of improving 
the means of communication, not only to the agriculture and commerce of the ſtate, 
but even to the influence of the laws, directed the commiſſioners of the land- office, 
to cauſe the ground between the Mohawk River and the Wood Creek in the county 
of Herkemer, and alſo between the Hudſons River and the Wood Creek in the county 
of Waſhington, to be explored and ſurveyed, and eſtimates to be formed of the ex- 
pence of joining thoſe waters by canals : I now ſubmit to you their report, which aſ- 
certains the practicability of effecting this object at a very moderate expence ; and 1 
truſt, that a meaſure ſo intereſting to the community, will continue to command the 
attention due to its importance, and eſpecially as the reſources of the ſtate will prove 
adequate to theſe and other uſeful improvements, without the aid of taxes. 

As the diffuſion of knowledge is eſſential to the promotion of virtue, and the pre- 
ſervation of liberty, the flouriſning condition of our ſeminaries of learning muſt prove 
highly ſatis factory, and they will I am perſuaded, be among the firſt objects of your 
care and patronage, and receive from time to time ſuch farther aid and encouragement 
as may be neceſſary for their increaſing proſperity. 1 e

IT is with the moſt unfeigned ſatisfaction, that we contemplate with your Excel- 
lency, the continued bleſſings of that Divine Providence which hath ſo bountifully 
———— this State and country with thoſe higheſt ſocial bleſſings, tranquility and 

reedom. 

That happy ſituation of our finances to which you have adverted, is calculated alſo 
to impreſs on the public mind a pleaſing ſentiment of general proſperity, an anticipa- 
tion of the advantages which muſt reſult from a judicious and provident management 
of them, and an animating preſentiment of convenience and ſtill increaſing wealth, 
from the extenſive improvements which their eligible ſtate may ſuggeſt. 

The internal navigation of this State is doubtleſs an object of high importance, in- 
tereſting both to agriculture and commerce, and claiming peculiar legiſlattve regard. 
The practicability of effecting the improvements of this nature at a moderate expence, 
vhich the legiſlature contemplated at their laſt meeting, will doubtleſs form an object 
too magnified in the eſtimation of the community, not to command the ſtricteſt atten- 
tion and inquiry. .

None but ſuch as are ignorant of this, or inſenſible to 
the public good, can be informed of the flouriſhing ſtate of our ſeminaries of learn- 
ing, without emotions of pleaſure; and no doubt it will be with pleaſure that the le- 
gillature will patronize, and from time to time afford every neceſſary and expedient 
encouragement to ſuch valuable inſtitutions, EE

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But amongſt the objects which your Excellency hath preſented to our view, there is 
one too ſingular and alarming not to claim a particular and immediate regard. The 
daring violation of the rights of the people in the murder of an officer of government 
in the execution of his duty, and attended with aggravating circumſtances, is at once 
calculated to excite the public regret and indignation. 

The laws of our country will be ſufficient, we truſt, for the puniſhment of the guilty ; 
and this houſe will chearfully concur in making the neceſſary proviſion for ſuch extra- 
ordinary expences incurred upon the occaſion, as may have been ſanctioned by your 
Excellency. | 

It is extremely ſatisfactory to reflect from your Excellency's information, that in the 
moſt remote and uncultivated parts of the State, the government has been found to 
poſſeſs an energy adequate to the preſervation of good order, and a reſpect to the laws. 
Policy, as well as juſtice, would diftate, that the ſtricteſt regard ſhould be paid to the 
treaties made with the friendly tribes of Indians on the frontiers. While we cannot 
withhold our approbation of your Excellency's conduct on this buſineſs, we are ready 
to aſſure you that any meaſures propoſed in reſpect to it, that ſhall be expedient, and 
more compatible with the mild ſpirit of the preſent government, ſhall meet our hearty 
approbation. | | Aſſembly Chamber, January 10th, 1792.

IN compliance with the directions of the law, the Regents of the Univerſity beg leave to lay before the 
Honorable the Legiſlature, their annual report of the ſtate of learning in thoſe ſeminaries which are under 
their ſuperintendance. 5 | 

With ſingular ſatisfa@ion, we obſerve ſcience advancing and maintaining an equal pace with the increaſing 
population of the State and we entertain the moſt flattering expectations of its beneficial influence on the 
manners and bappineſt ur our fellow citizens. We cannot forbear to offer our hearty congratulations to the 
repreſentatives of the people, on the general proſperity of our country, and on the flouriſhing ſituation of 
this State in particular: Deeply impreſſed with this important truth, that Ignorance leads to ſervitude aud 
miſery, and that Knowledge is the Parent of liberty and bappineſs,” we have remarked, with much plea- 
ſure, the ready aſſent expreſſed by the Senate and Aſſembly to the liberal ſentiments of our firſt Magiſtrate, 
reſpecting the promotion of uſeful ſcience. | ; 

We recolle&, with gratitude, the aid which the legiſlature has already afforded, for the eftabliſhment and 
ſupport of ſeminaries of learning. Their bounty has been faithfully applied; and we cannot help conſidering 
paſt liberality as an earneſt of future beneficence, We humbly conceive, that a ſmall part of an overflowing 
treaſury, cannot be more advantageouſly employed, than in the advancement of literature: Some little {treams 
from the copious river,cannot take a better direction than through the Gardens of Science. The immediate 
effect of ſuch liberality would be very beneficial ; and it would have a remote and powerful influeuce upon 
the happineſs of ſucceeding generations, | 

The money which was divided between Columbia college and the four academies inſtituted at the time 
when the donation was made, has been expended in purchaſing books, and ſuch inftruments as were im- 
mediately neceſſary for proſecuting the ſtudy of natural philoſophy. By eſtabliſhing ſmall libraries in diſ- 
tant parts of the State, a taſte for reading, and a love of literature, are promoted among the people; their 
minds grow mere and more enlightened; and they conſequently become more happy as men, and as citizens 
more uſeful. 

The ſyſtem of education purſued in Columbia college and the ſeveral aca demies, has received no material 
alteration fince the time of our laſt annual report. The number of the ſtudents in them all has conſiderably in- 
creaſed ; and we have reaſon to be entirely ſatisſied with the {kill and affiduity of the different Profeſſors. 

When we were preparing, in purſuance of the law, to eſtabliſh a medical! ſchool, it was fignified to us, 
that the Truſtees of Columbia college were alſo engaged in the ſame bufineſs. We have been lately informed, 
that they have accompliſhed their deſign. For this reaſon, we have thought it proper, for the preſent, to 
ſuſpend the exerciſe of the power with which we are inveſted, until we ſhall have had an opportunity of ob- 
ſerving whether the inſtitution now eſtabliſhed in Columbia college, be ſo efficient and permanent, as to an- 
{wer the intention of the legiſlature, and the expectations of the public, with reſpect to the cultivation of that 
branch of uſetul ſcience. But we ſhould conceive ourſelves deficient in the diſcharge of our duty, were we 
not to mention with regret, that this ſeminary is almoſt entirely deflitute of a library; that the mathemati- 
cal and philoſophical apparatus is ſtill very defective, and that the funds are not ſufficient to enable the Truſ- 
tees to eſtabliſh ſeveral important Profefforſhips, and to erect a convenient hall for public exhibitions, and 
for other neceſſary purpoſes. For the truth of theſe allegations, we beg leave to refer the legiſlature to a 
repreſentation of the preſent ſtate of the college, preſented to this Board by the Truſtees; and which is tranſ- 
mitted with this report. | 

We conlider a general diffuſion of knowledge exceedingly conducive to the proſperity of the State; for 
which reaſon, we have with great alacrity inſtituted acadewies in various places, whenever proper applications 
for that purpoſe have been made. But it is certainly an object of much importance, to have at leaſt one ſemi- 
nary ſo completely eſtabliſhed, and ſo liberally endowed, that as perfe& a courſe of education may be ob- 
tained in this State, as in any other part of the world. Divine Providence has bleſſed our government with 
abundance of wealth; even gratitude requires, that ſome portion of it ſtould be conſecrated to the immediate 
promotion of victue and learning; for theſe two pillars afford the moit ſtable and permanent ſupport to the 
great fabric of civil authority and ſocial happineſs,

To his Excellency the Chancellor, and the honorable the Vice Chancellor, and Regents of the U. niverſity of the State 


| of New-York, the Truſlees of Columbia College, in the City of New-York, rejpedfully repreſent — 
THAT the number of ſtudents in Columbia college is greatly increaſed, amounting, incluſive. of fifty fix 
pupils at the medical ſchool, to one hundred and fifty- ſix ſtudents. 

Already ſo reſpeQ.ble for numbers, and the abilities, aſſiduity and reputation of the teachers, the fairelt 
prolpect is preſented of its fully anſwering the wermeſt wiſhes and expectations ofthe public, of its generous p- 
trons and benefactors, and of every friend to literature and ſcience. But it js well known, that the funds of 
this inſtitution were much impaired by the events of the war. To ſay nothing of the loſs of two valuable town- 
ſhips in the late county of Cumberland, which were appropriated for its better ſupport by the former govern- 
ment, and which have by law, been fince ceded to Vermont; - ſeveral of its debtors for money loaned at in-

tereſt, became inſolvent; the edifice was greatly abuſed and injured, and its repair made a conſiderable breach 
upon tie remaining capital. By the annexed ſtatement, ſigned by the treaſurer of the corporation, it appears that 


the income at its full extent, doth not excecd Z 1245 : 15 : 10, ſo that for repairs, riſk of debts, and every 
other contingency, there remains only an annual ſurplus of £.107:10:0. Conſidering how indiſpenſible it is 
to pay the ſalaries as they become due, and how common the want of punctuality in the diſcharge of intereſt, 
they think it muſt be evident, that the preſent funds are ſtretched as far as prudence, and a regard to the ſta- 
bility of the inſtitution will admit. While ſo little remains unappropriated, and in the diſpoſal of the Truſtees, 
they have the conſolation to obſerve, that the ſtate, which has been pleaſed to take literary inſtitutions under 
its immediate protection, enjoys an uncommon ſhare of proſperity ; and have reaſon to rejoice in the eligible 
condition of its public finances, | 

They remark with ſingular ſatisfaQtion, that the legiſlative and executive branches of government have con- 
curred in a declaration, at the opening of the preſent ſeſſion, that our ſeminaries of learning ought to be among 
the firtt objects of their care and patronage, and to receive from time to time, ſuch further aid and encourage- 
ment, as may be neceſſary for their increaſing proſperity. At this juncture then which appears ſo highly 
favorabie, the Truſtees, while they acknowledge with gratitude the former beneficence of the legiſlature, 
conceive that they would be unfaithful if they heſitated to diſcloſe to them the wants and neceſſities which 
{till continue to preſs upon Columbia college, and to ſolicit for relief. Their predeceſſors in office were only 
able to execute a part of the original plan of the intended edifice, which ſerved the purpoſe of the inſtitution 
in its infancy. The erection even of a hall for viſitations, examinations, commencements and other public 
exc rciſes,deſ:gned to be placed in the frent of a ſquare of which the preſent building forms only a ſide or wing, 
has, for want of funds, been deferred to the preſent moment: The diſadvantages which ariſe from this ſingle 
deſcct, are weighty and obvious, and have long been obſerved and regretted by thoſe, whom duty, a taſte for 
ſcience, or a defire to countenance and encourage it, have led to attend the public academical exhibitions. 

'The College is beſides deſtitute of a library, the few books which eſcaped the depredations of the war, 
not deſerving that name its philoſophical and mathematical apparatus, though improved by a former dena- 
tion of the Legiſlature, ſtill remains incomplete; and it requires ſeveral other profeſſors and a teacher of the 
French language, to perfe& the means of a liberal and uſetul education, 

It is yet to be added, that in conſequence of a city regulation, for digging down and levelling the ſtreets, 
the fences which ſurrounded the College ground, have been undermined, and in a great meaſure deſtroyed ; 


and cannot be repaired to any valuable purpoſc, but at the heavy expence of a ſtone wall, to prevent the 
waſte of the ſoil, and the inconventencies which muſt accompany it. 


Under theſe embarraſſing circumſtances, the Truſtees know not of any reſource, but in the beneficenee and 
liberality of the honorable the Legiſlature ; nor of any means ſo proper to obtain their favor, as to unite, if 


they ſhall be ſo happy, with their own ſupplications, the recommendation, good offices, and influence of the 
Regency. | : | | 


For theſe, they earneſtly hope, and reſpectfully ſolicit ; perſuaded that it is in their power, as it is their 


wiſh,to ſatisfy the Regency, that the wants which they have ſuggeſted are real, preſſing, aud worthy of pub-

thought prolix, yet the commiſſioners ſuppoſed: it of moment, that their inveſtigation 
ſhould be, not only ſatisſactory to themſelves, but that it ſhould be rendered apparent 
to the citizens upon whoſe claims they have pronounced, that each hath received a di- 
tinct attention, and that demands ſubſtantially different from each other have not been 
inconſiderately blended : If the peruſal of the proceedings now ſubmitted, ſhall give a 
impreſſion of this kind, it will in the opinion of the commiſſioners tend to produce 
more chearful acquieſcence in the determination of the legiſlature, when that determ|- 
ation ſhall reje& the demand, and prevent a revival of claims which ſhall now be extit- 
gu'ſhed. The comn.iffioners have thought that theſe were deſirable objects, and have 
therefore been cautious of generalizing, fo as to deſtroy real diſtinctions, or ſupprels1

In order to preſerve uniformity in their opinions, the commiſſioners have adopted 
eertain principles from which the hardſhip of any particular caſe hath not induced then 
to depart : The moſt general and important of theſe are, . | 
1ſt. Where any ſpecies of claims is barred by an act of the legiſlature, they hat 
| conſidered the act as a bar to their inveſtigation, farther than to aſcertain it to be vi. 
| queſtionably within the meaning of the law: This principle will be found to extend to 
all claims for pay and rations alledged to be due for militia ſervice ; to moſt of the de. 
mands againſt forfeited eſtates; to all claims for property ſequeſtered, when the ſequel 
tration was warranted by the reſolutions of the convention, and the authority of dt 
| commiſſioners ; to all claims of payment of State agent's notes, and to ſome other pi 
| ticular caſes which will appear in the report: In ſupport of this principle, the con 
| miſſioners have conſidered that to ſanction by their opinion the admiſſion of claims 
gainſt the ſpirit and letter of a ſtatute, would be an impeachment of the wiſdom of tho 
laws; would be arogating an authority not exercifed by, or permitted to any cou't* 
law or equity, and would open a door to the importunate and perhaps leaſt deſerV!”s 
Claſs of citizens, whilſt others having ſimilar demands had withholden them from a ſpin 
of ſubmiſſion to the laws, by which theſe demands were precluded. The commit 
ers have been confirmed in the propriety of theſe ideas by a reflection, that if it ſhall o 
any reaſons ſeem expedient to the legiſlature to repeal or ſuſpend the limitation of tho 
or any of thoſe ſtatutes, the avenues to redreſs will at once be open thro! the ordinar)

fcers of the State, without farther legiflative interpoſition, and that the opportunities of 
recompence would then be notorious and equal ; but that the redreſs, if any, ſhould be 
obtained thro? the medium of the commiſſioners, would be partial in its operation, and 
to the excluſion of thoſe who with equal merits had acquieſced in the known laws. 

2d. In the caſes of claims for ſervices done, and ſupplies furniſhed, during the war,

Principles of more limited opperation, and other remarks, will appear in thoſe parts 
of the report to which they apply. | 

Explanatory of particular parts and of the general form of the report, it may be pro- 
e per to obſerve, | | | 

That where the claim or account appears upon the face of it, to be evidently againſt 

the United States only, or for other reaſons palpably inadmiſſible, the commiſſioners 
have thought it would have been ſuperfluous to ſtate the proof, and have therefore in 
thoſe caſes only, given ſuch abſtracts of the claim or account, as ſuffice to render the 
exception apparent. 9 | | 

In giving their opinion, the commiſſioners have not detailed all the reaſons which led 
to it, but have given a ſummary of ſuch as appeared to them moſt concluſive ; and as 
well in this, as in ſtating the facts, have aimed at as much brevity, as appeared to them 
to conſiſt with perſpicuity. If they ſhall be found in any inſtances obſcure, a reference 
to the claim and proofs will probably elucidate them. When the claim is provided 
for by exiſting laws, the opinion of the commiſſioners refers the claimant to the mode 
pointed out by ſuch law. * 

Demands of different natures by the ſame perſon are placed under the head which 
comprizes the greater demand. The claim and vouchers being in ſuch caſes uſually 
contained in the ſame paper or annexed together, it was neceſſary ſo to place them in the 
report, that there might be no confuſion in the references. |

By an Act paſſed 27th April, 1784, entitled, An abt for the ſettlement of the pay ef th 
levies aud mititia for their ſervices in the late war, and for other purpoſes therein mentin- 
ed, the mode in which the rolls and abſtracts for pay and ſubſiſtence are to be made out 


and ſettled is particularly pointed out, and competent powers and directions for the l- 
quidation cf thoſe accounts are thereby given to the treaſurer and auditor, 


By the 14th ſection of an act paſfed rhe 21ſt of April, 1787, entitled, An act fer the 
relief of per/cns who paid money into the treaſury &c. &c. &c. the aforeſaid act of the 27th 
April 1784 is repealed. The commiſſioners conſider this repeal as an excluſion of al 
further claims for pay and ſubſiſtance of the militia and levies. They are conſtraine 


to adopt this opinion not only from the obvious intention of the act, but becauſe by 


the abſolute repeal of the act of 27th April, 1784, there remains no preſcribed mode d 
authenticating thoſe demands; that any rules which the diſcretion of the commiſſion- 
ers ſhould lead them to adopt, would have been unknown to the claimants, who could 
therefore have had no opportunity of adapting their demands to ſuch rules; and becauk 
if the legiſlature ſhall be diſpoſed to direct compenſations for ſuch ſervices it will, in the 
opinion of the commiſſioners be moſt properly effected by a revival of the ſaid act of 250 
April, 1784, with ſuch further proviſions and checks, as may be thought neceſſary, d 
by ſome other general ſtatute to be paſſed for thoſe purpoſes, and which may give e- 
qual opportunities to the claimants, and place the liquidation and ſettlement of fuct
